JOHN MACKAY CENSURED. 


12%/The British Evictors on the 
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The | ern 
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ELECTRICITY has entered so ex- 
tensively into general use, and is 
employed for so many different 
purposes, that education in electri- 
cal seience has become a subject of 
great concern. Facilities for such 
education are deficient iu extent. 
They have been completely out- 
grown by that wonderous science 
whose applications are now found 
throughout the range of mechani- 
cal work and even in our domestic 
life. Little is known of electricity 
by even electrica! engineers, and 
but comparatively*few of the great 
public which employs it daily, for 
innumerable purposes, are fa niliar 
with even an elementary kKaow- 
ledge of its properities. Even among 
those who are immediately en- 
gaged in directing the subtle fluid 
to its various uses ignorance of 
electrical science is the rule. This 
situation comes about chiefly 
through the startling rapidity with 
which electrical applications bave 
invaded nearly all branches of bu- 
man iodustry. In almost a twiok- 
ling it has been found convenient 
and cconomical to employ electric- 
ity in a thousand and one direc- 
tions, and with the discovery of the 
feasibility of its use for these vari- 
ous purposes has come an almost 
equally rapid utilization of that dis- 
covery. Asa consequence the ac- 
tual application and subsequent 
care and direction bas of necessity 
been placed in the hands of persons 
unacquainted with the real nature 
of the curious agent over which 
they were given control. It is 
_obvious that, even in its simplest 
applications the best results could 
be obtained were these applications 
in the hands of those possessing a 
more thorough knowledge of its 
properities. We require a wider 
diffusion of electrical knowledge, 
not only becauagef the need of more 
intelligent supervision of the appli- 
cations of electricity already made, 
but because of the call for still fur- 
ther, and still more economical, ap- 
plications which a larger number 
of working students would surely 
discover. 


SoME of the leading men of Eng- 
land, including the Marquis of 
Hartington, Sir Lyon Piayfair, and 
some others of like standing, bave 
organized a society forthe promo- 
motion of technical edusation, in- 
cluding commercial and ayricul- 
tural science. The speakers ata 
late meeting, says the Louisville 
Courier Journal, showed their 
anxiety at the great progessiv>- 
ness displayed by other nations in 
this matter,- especially the Ger- 
manic. There is nothiug in Eng- 
la nd comparing with the technical 
college of Zurich, and Germany 
has established a $3,500,000 founda- 
tion for a technical college at Stras- 
burg. There is a technical train- 
ing school, with one or more trade 
guilds, in nearly every town in 
England, but the nation seems to 
be not keeping abreast with others 
in higher technical education. Ear- 
nestness, if not anxiety, like this 
is displayed in so advanced a manu- 
facturing nation as England, under 
apprehensions that other nations 
may get ahead by means of more 
scientific systems of technical edu- 
-eation. But the United States is 
- doing almost nothing, compara- 
tively, in the way of promoting in- 
terest in technical education and 
scientific mechanics, though be- 
hind other nations in relative 
- manufacturicg aflvancement, and 
~~ ghead of all in manufacturiog re- 
_ gources. Yet there is no doubt that 
- movements of this kind under the 
proper men would be supported by

within three miles of the coast of 
Alaska she was not liable to lawful 
se zure. 

Reports are received that seven ves- 
sels in all have gbean geized. The 
American Governmert bas ordered 
that no more vessels be seized pending 
judicial proceedings, and that the ves- 
sels and persons already seized be dis- 
charged, reserving all the questions 
involved for negotiation at Washing- 
ton. He is not prepared to state what 
course the Government would take in 
dealing with the Alaskan fishery 
question. 


Eastern Newspaper Attacks on 
Mackay. 

New York, Sept. 9—A World’s edi- 
itorial says: It is reported that 
Mackay is about to inaugurate a cable 
war. It is also reported that Mackay 
bas lost a great deal of money in the 
wheat deal. All sorts of reports are 
circulated about Mackay, but no- 
body knows what Mackay is doing, or 
what he intends to do. Although he 
has great dealings with the public, he 
wever takes the public into his conti- 
dence. He hides from newspaper in- 
terviewers who seek him, and the re- 
sult is many false rumors, which are 
spread abroad to his detriment, are 
never contradicted. When in New 
York Mackay is surrounded by a 
clique which erects a barrier between 
him and the public. As a man of af- 
fairs Mackay ought to cultivate re- 
porters and thus acquire elbow touch 
with the human family. 


iIlew Admission Day was Observed. 
San FRANc1S00, Sept 9.—In this city 
to-day Admission Day being a legal 
holiday, the banks and wholesale 
houses were closed, but the United 
Staies courts and offices being gov- 
erned by the United States only, re- 
mained open. In general the retail 
houses were open for business. Many 
of the citizens left last evening for 
Napa, to be present this morning at 
the celebration of Admission Day by 
the Native Sons of the Golden West, 
from different parts of the State. A 
parade, in which about 4,000 persons 
participated, and literary and other ap- 
propriate exercises made up the pro 
gramme of the day at Napa. Advices 
from interior towns are to the effect 
that the day was quietly observed. 


The French Army. 

Paris,Sept. 10.—The mobilizing ex- 
periment necessitates the raising of 
the 17th army corps from 1,000 to 36,- 
759 fully clothed, armed and equiped. 
The members of the reserve are of fine 
physique. The cavalry have a good 
pace, but the men lack a firm seat, 
many baving been thrown. The 
officers were somewhat bothered in 
handling larger bodies of men than 
they were accustomed to. The artillery 
movements were sluggish. Alto- 
gether, however, the experiment in- 
spires confidence in the army. At the 
conclusion of the sham fight to-day, 
General Ferron conferred upon Gen- 
eral Clement the decoration of Com- 
mander of the Legicn of Honor. 


Fixing Baggage Hates. 

New YorK, Sept. 10.—At the pas- 
senger agents’ meeting to-day it was 
determined to raise the baggage limit 
of emigrants from 100 to 150 pounds. 
The new emigrant tariff will not go 
into effect until about October 15th. It 
was decided to let rates west of Chi- 
cago remainas at present for at least 
ten days, whea it is intended to restore 
them to the old scheme. The free 


baggage limit of first-class passengers 
was changed from 100 to 150 pounds.

as well as from the special causes 
of the extension of epizootic dis- 
eases. What takes place in the 
system of cattle after inoculation 
is identical with that observed in 
man when inoculated with virus. 
The operation in each case engen- 
ders a peculiar state of system 
which without imparting the dis- 
ease itself to the subject, gives im- 
munity against the several causes 
that produce it. No discovery of 


equal importance to the stockman 
has ever dawned upon the veteri- 
nary science. In this State, how- 
ever, this fearful disease is not so 
prevalent as in various other coun- 
tries. This arises in consequence 
of our cattle and horses being scat- 
- tered over a much larger territory 
and our cities being free from the 
causes which are said to produce 
it, yet, enough losses occur here to 
arouse us to a sense of the danger. 
The advocates of inoculation de- 
clare that it is of equal importance 
ee in the human sub- 


In a short time that dreadful dis- 
ease, in this country known as 
blackleg, may be disarmed of its 
terrors by the same process. Not 
only blackleg but many other con- 
iaalone diseases may made to 
assume an innocuous form. 

As the subject is a new one to 
the stockmen of this State, I may 
be pardoned for introducing an il- 
lustration of the benefits derived 
from inoculation. The town of 
Hesselt, in which are kept 2,000 
cows and oxen, isa town full of 
distilleries, and these animals are 
fed on slopsand grains. From the 
situation want of drainage and ac- 
cumulation of filth, added to the 
imperfect system of ventilation,the 
locality may be considered as the 
very center and focus of diseases 
like pleuro-pneumonia. Between 
the years 1836 to 1876 the town 
was never free from the malady 
and many hundreds of animals 
during that time have fallen vic- 
tims te it. The town is now said 
to be free from the pest.

fact. The writer of the above, if 
what he says is true, is entitled to 
the proud distinction of being the 
only man on the Pacific Coast who 
is aware of the existence of pleuro-

-country. The GAZETTE AND ST0cK- 
MAN has given the subject of 
_pleuro-pleumonia much investiga- 
tion and has yet to learn of a sin- 
gle case of pleuro-pneumonia ever 
existing in this portion of the foot- 
stool. Again, his claim that the 
cattle in Hesselt, after being af- 
fected with pleuro-pneumonia for 
forty years, are now, by inoccula- 
tion, freed from the disease, is not 
borne out by existing facts. If the 
people of Hesselt have discovered 
a remedy for this mysterious ail- 
ment, it stands to reason that the 
people of Great Britain and the 
United States would have availed 
themselves of it years ago. The 
GAZETTE AND STOCKMAN would 
like to hear further from its cor- 
respondent on this subject. |
